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1; Although the CAPELIN Project was discontinued sometime ago, 
CAPELIN has remained the onljr active Ukrainian so arcs on emigration 
politics outside t La CARTELS* This being so, the cast officer has 
rlsltad CAPELIN on an average of onoa a month for an informal talk on 
ths ourrant mituatlom* It go as without saying that CAPELIN asms as 
an unoonsolous security oheoker on Our friands tha CARTELS: Ha is a 
olassaata of one of CARTEL I*s key subordinatas whoa ha Tisits oftan 
(saa Para 3, lfOCA-682). Although CARTELS 1 and 3 ara a wars that tha fly 
ease officer oooaslonally talks with CAPELIN, tha lattar is not aware Ip 
that tha aasa offioar has had any oontaot with tha CARTELS sinos tha 1 
ICON oonTaraations of lata 1948* Originally it was on CAPELIN 9 s 
raooaoandatlon that tha oasa offioar spoke with CARTEL 1 for tha purposes 
of ICON* In December 1948 it was explained to CAPELIN that CARTELS 1 
and Z w ara Impossible people to daal with beoausa they insistad on 
Anerioan political support, whloh tha oase offioar oould not proonra 
for than, as tha sina qua non of any long r&nga oo 11a bora t ion. CAPELIN 
has no rar shown any signs of disba lie ring this explanation beoaus a ha 
too, as an Intelllgenoe enthusiast, is of tha opinion that tha CARTELS 
hare bean foolish to pat initial emphasis on polltloal aspirations 
rather than purely Intelllgenoe operations* 81noe CAPELIN is at present 
without any sort of private inooma and oontinuaa to be of value to us 
as a casual souroe, tha oasa offioar intends to reactivate him for 
purposes described below* It is not felt, however, that this reaotivation 
requires replacing him on projeot status until we saa whether or not 
his value to hs merit a a project* Hie monthly salary will be, retroactive 
to 1 January 1950 , 8 cartons of oigarettes a month* We will oharge these 
expenditures' to £ 

2. CAPELIN has rendered many services over and above that of 
an unoonsolotts security pheoker* Although he resigned from the SB of 
OUN/B at the time of the ZPUHYR split, he occasionally speaks with 
member a of the SB who have remained faithful to tha BANHKRA crowd* 

Slnoe the latter are under the impression that CAPELIN has no work 
besides his overt Job as secretary to Bishop PALLADIUS, they tend to 
talk rather openly with him* Hens# CAPELIN has interesting peripheral 
information to offer on the wheelings and dealings of the few SB 
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personalities remaining in Germany. Wirt it not for the faot that tha 
CARTELS have faith in OAFBLIN's discretion and loyalty* to than, an 
wrgument could ha made for suapaoting that CAPS! IN la also informing » 
th a BA NDERA paopla about intarnal goings on of his ZFUHVR friends, The / 
CAROLS baiiaTa in CAFBLIN’a good security, tharafora tha case offioar »/ 
to data has ho raaaon for baliaTing otherwisa. Asida from giving ^ 
information on both groups, CAPELIN turnad out in November 1949 to ba tha 
only suitabla man to aot ae tha oaaa offioar f a intarpratar when tha lattar 
wanted to interview tha thrae BANDERA "couriers" who returned to Germany 
from Poland on 7 November 1949* In the beginning the oaaa of floor wanted 
to uaa CARTEL 3 for this Job, but whan liihailo FEDA5, 0 SMUMII, tha leader 
of tha trio, refused to talk to CARTEL 3 out 6t fanatic allegiance to the 
BARBRA crowd, it oeoame apparent that no one known to ba assooiated with 
the CARTELS was suitable as an interpreter# The ease officer therefore 
dressed CAPELIN as an American army sergeant, adding a pair of glasses 
for safe measure, and used him to help interview tha trio in tha munloipal 
jails of Amberg and Regensburg. Playing safe, CAPELIN spoke to tha 
oourlers only in Polish# CAPELIN f s usefulness in this instance diminished 
as soon as the BANDERA paopla discovered where the oourlers wore being 
held and intensified efforts to gat their amisarias into tha jails to 
interview 1KDAK and his two companions. When tha case offioar oontaotad 
Na j • Bogdan PXDBAIN?, the dispatcher of the oourlers, the need for 
dropping CAPELIN out of the picture became quite olear-out. CAPELIN has 
known PXEHAINY sinoa the lata thirtys# For his sexvloes as Intarpratar 
in lata November 1949 CAISLIB waa given 5 cartons of cigarettes as wall 
as sxpenses# 

3* Prior to interviewing Col. ( f nul _BORQVETS O Taras BUL BA 
0i.t was CAPELIN who furnished the oaaa offioar wftlPSGbh pertinent data! lad 
biographical and background data that the lattar was able to label BULBA 
in two interviews as a liar of no interest to our organization# Tha 
information on BULBA supplied by CAPELIN came out of an old SB file still 
cape lin 1 a possession . The source of the information was nouiA’s deputy 
commander in 1442 and 1943. For this service CAPELIN received no re- 
muneration# 

4# Whan BOB requested information on tha Polish Minister of 
justice, SWIATKOWSKI , the case officer sent CAPELIN to see Bishop 
FALLADIUS in Regensburg because it was the latter who had furnished us 
with the original information on SWIATKOWSEE . The results of CAPELIN’S 
findings are contained in MUNI- 1026# No remuneration was given for this 
errand. jj
